from wheat, cotton,'corn and rice, 
they would receive half this year's 
support price on the crops 
they 


could have excpctcd from the di- 
verted land. Under a longer vange 
program for planting grass 
and 


trees, they would receive $10 an 
acre rental, plus 80 per cent of the 
cost of replanting—an average $9 
an acre.

He quoted Graham as saying the

the supernatural part supplants the 
natural,part thereby overthrowing 
the notion of sacrament."

The Snake River in Idaho is one 


of our 
largest 
western 
trout 


streams, and 
if you're vacation- 


ing out that way next season I'd 
suggest that 
you get acquainted 


with this complex 
waterway. It 


holds big 
fish. A good place to 


start is either 
at Pocatello 
or 


Idaho Falls. 


Here the 
Snake River is 
an 


enormous stream, and 
rainbows 


attain monster 
proportions. Any- 


one who wants to land a fish 
to 


brag about would do well to 
in- 


vestigate by asking in local tackle 
shops if the big fish are striking. 


Another possibility to 
consider 


is that portion of the Snake 
that 


runs through the Ft. 
Hall Indian 


Reservation. Permission to fish on 
the reservation 
may be 
had on 


a daily fee system by paying 
a 


fairly large sum of money to 
the 


Blackfoot Chief in charge o£ col- 
lecting fishing license fees. 


The water here 
is 
extremely 


deep and quite rough for the most 
part.; Unless you are used to wad- 
ing, it is best to stay 
on or pear 


the bank. 
Here large wet 
{lies 


(sixes or larger) are 
indicated 


as well as the strongest 
leader 


you have. Ask at the Indian store 
on Highway 191 for details. 


Ashton, the uppermost town 
in 


the Snake River Valley, is 
the 


jumping off place for several 
of 


the very best streams in the coun- 
try. A back 
road pai'alles 
the 


river thn.t runs along 
the west

of the Snake 
River. This back 


road is the gateway to some really 
outstanding stretches of fine 
fly 


water. 


The back road 
emerges 
frorn 


the timber and returns 
to 
1S.» 


highway over 
a wodden bridgfe. 


The river from the 
bridge 
up- 


stream is a wide body of 
water, 


mostly about waist deep and 
is 


one of the most productive 
dry 


fly rainbow streams in the entire 
district. 


It is best In June and 
again 


in September 
but 
the 
fishing 


stays 
reasonably 
good 
ri'rht 


through the hot weather. 


Above the long stretch 
of fWt 


water is the Box Canyon. Eacn 
year 
many 
extra big rainbows 


are taken in here and some 
of 


the largest succumb to 
big 
dry 


flies. 
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
